THE  MAGRIEE  COLLECTION 

OE 

WASHINGTON  I A. 


No  series  within  the  broad  field  of  American  numismatics  combines  art,  history  and  patrio- 
tism with  the  dramatic  success  of  the  coins,  tokens  and  medals  of  George  Washington. 

In  the  formative  years  of  U.S.  numismatics,  1840-60,  Washington  pieces  received  the  lion's 
share  of  interest  from  serious  collectors.  Competition  for  Washington  rarities  was  intense, 
from  individual  collectors  and  public  institutions  such  as  the  United  States  Mint. 

At  the  time  of  the  Civil  War,  most  of  the  record  auction  prices  had  not  been  set  by  U.S. 
coin  rarities,  but  by  rare  Washington  medals.  Washington  pieces  actually  offered  greater  vari- 
ety and  historic  interest  than  the  comparatively  brief  series  of  American  coins  issued  up  to 
that  time. 

Washington  collecting  declined  in  the  later  19th  century,  although  medal  issues  continued 
and  intensified  for  such  occasions  as  the  Centennials  of  American  Independence  in  1876,  of  the 
British  Evacuation  of  New  York  in  1883  and  of  Washington's  Inauguration  in  1889. 

William  S.  Baker  released  his  Medallic  Portraits  of  Washington  in  1885,  and  Baker  numbers 
remain  the  standard  today.  Decline  had  already  set  in,  however,  as  evidenced  by  the  sparse 
additions  to  Washington  numismatic  literature  since  Baker's  day. 

Only  Susan  Douglas'  "George  Washington  Medals  of  1889,  published  in  The  Numismatist  in  1934, 
Wayte  Raymond's  brief  1941  monograph  The  Early  Medals  of  Washington  and  the  Hansen/ Fuld/ Levine 
writings  on  the  1932  Bicentennial  made  any  serious  additions  to  our  knowledge  of  this  fascin- 
ating subject. 

Collector  interest  was  reignited  with  a vengeance  during  the  1970' s,  sparked  by  the  offer- 
ings of  specialized  auction  houses  such  as  Presidential  Coin  and  Antiques  (PCAC),  Johnson  & 
Jensen  and  others. 

Major  "name"  sales  by  firms  such  as  NASCA,  Bowers  & Ruddy  (the  Scott  Collection,  Garrett  IV) 
and  above  all  the  join  PCAC-Bowers  sale  of  the  great  David  Dreyfuss  Collection  dramatically 
highlighted  the  Washington  field. 

The  release  of  the  Centennial  Edition  of  Medallic  Portraits  of  Washington,  the  vastly  ex- 
panded catalog  by  Russell  Rulau,  based  on  Dr.  George  Fuld's  1965  reprint  of  Baker,  has  set  the 
stage  for  a triumphant  comeback  of  Washingtonia. 

During  the  quiet  years,  of  course,  far-seeing  numismatists  continued  to  assemble  great 
collections  of  Washington  pieces,  astutely  taking  advantage  of  the  low  prices  prevailing  in  the 
1930 ' s and  1940's. 

One  such  collector  was  Paul  Magriel,  a Springfield,  Massachusetts,  native  residing  in  New 
York  City.  A very  private  man,  Magriel  shunned  the  spotlight  as  he  went  about  finding  the  great 
rarities  for  the  collection  he  called  in  1956  "the  finest  in  America." 

From  the  earliest  medals  such  as  the  Voltaire,  Manly  and  Sansom  pieces  to  the  Bushnell 
pieces  or  unlisted  Bicentennial  medals  and  merchants  tokens  of  1932,  Magriel  ferreted  out  the 
finest  wherever  they  might  be  found.  A number  are  pieces  that  have  not  been  seen  at  public 
auction  in  decades,  and  years  may  pass  before  comparable  medals  appear  on  the  market. 

An  American  Numismatic  Association  member  from  1954  to  1974,  Magriel  listed  his  personal 
specialty  as  American  copper  coins,  and  his  profession  as  a writer  on  his  membership  appli- 
cation. 

As  a numismatist,  he  first  made  headlines  in  his  home  town  by  exhibiting  the  Washington 
collection  at  the  Springfield  Institution  for  Savings  in  June  1956.  The  collection  was  sub- 
sequently exhibited  at  the  Museum  of  the  City  of  New  York  in  early  1957  and  in  Washington,  D.C. 

Magriel ’s  only  numismatic  article  known  today  is  his  article  "American  Icons:  George  Wash- 
ington Medals,"  in  Antiques  magazine  for  February,  1957,  a brief  overview  illustrated  by  eight 
choice  examples  from  his  collection. 

Magriel  was  perhaps  more  widely  known  in  the  larger  world  of  art  than  in  the  numismatic 
community.  A former  art  director  for  the  U.S.  Army  in  World  War  II,  he  served  on  the  staff  of 
New  York's  Museum  of  Modern  Art  after  the  war. 

The  Magriel  Washingtonia  offered  here  and  in  our  next  few  sales  spans  many  different  fields 
and  will  be  of  additional  interest  to  collectors  of  early  merchant  tokens.  Civil  War  tokens, 
So-Called  Dollars,  Mint  Medals  and  the  general  field  of  art  medals. 

We  are  indebted  to  David  Alexander  who  is  largely  responsible  for  the  cataloging  of  this 
collection.

MENT, NYC.  Copper.  XF/AU.  An  attractive 
glossy  brown  color.  Reverse  variety  with 
large  ornaments.  From  the  Springfield  Sale 
(#2547 ) where  it  was  generously  graded  as 
Uncirculated.  (F) 

106  LOW  141,  HT  335.  EZRA  B.  SWEET,  NYC.  Cop- 

per. In  Extremely  Fine.  Nice  even  medium 
brown  color.  Several  old  and  minor  reverse 
digs.

Some  time  ago  we  came  across  the  foll- 
owing discussion,  of  the  Seaman  tokens,  in 
the  Coin  Collector's  Journal  of  1938  (Vol. 
5,  p.15).  We  feel  it  important  enough  to 
share  with  you  in  its  entirety.  "About 
1836  or  1837,  John  Gibbs  of  Belleville, 
NJ,  had  made  many  "Bouquet"  tokens  for 
customers  in  Montreal.  Many  of  these  dies 
broke  during  service.  He  combined  one  of 
these  with  a new  one  making  fun  of  T.D. 
Seaman,  a local  innkeeper,  as  a butcher 
and  Frenchman  (T.  Duseaman,  Butcher,  Low 


148)  and  put  the  piece  in  circulation  in 
Canada.  He  now  utilized  for  a more  seri- 
ously designed  and  executed  obverse  the 
Canadian  French  or  bilingual  legend,  AGRI- 
CULTURE & COMMERCE,  substituting  only  AND 
for  &,  and  replaced  the  bouquet  by  a ship. 
This  device  was  already  familiar  on  Eng- 
land and  Canadian  tokens  to  symbolize  a 
third  interest,  navigation,  and  had  noth- 
ing to  do  with  the  American  Constitution. 
As  incongruous  reverse,  however,  playing 
upon  the  beneficial  effects  of  beef  upon 
an  individual's  "constitution"  represented 
the  Whig  Party,  the  professed  defender  of 
our  frame  of  government  against  executive 
usurption,  as  a steer,  described  as  A 
FRIEND  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION.  Later  this 
die,  retouched,  was  combined  with  two 
American  bouquet  obverses,  also  not  seri- 
ously intended.  On  Low  155,  T.D.  Seaman 
has  regained  his  nationality,  but  is  still 
a BUTCHER.  On  Low  151,  W.  Gibbs,  father  of 
John,  who  ran  a farm  on  or  near  the  site 
now  occupied  by  The  Frick  Art  Museum  in 
NYC,  and  who  may  have  kept  a cow,  figures 
as  AGRICULTURIST.  The  original  serious 
obverse  was  also  used  by  John  Gibbs  for 
his  own  store  card  (Low  150)."  (H-I)  PLATE

TISM, WHITE  SWELLINGS  WEAKNESS  OF  THE 
LIMBS  &c.&c."  (F) 

112  IDW  256,  HT  279.  Copper.  Red  uncirculated 
example  of  the  Dr.  Hewitt  token  with  a 
thin  planchet.  The  reverse  of  this  token 
evidences  considerable  die  rust  suggesting 
that  it  may  have  been  struck  at  a date 
later  than  the  thick  planchet  variety.

113  LOW  260,  HT  285A.  WM.G.  JONES,  NYC.  Brass. 
Very  Fine  obverse.  F/VF  reverse  with  sev- 
eral digs  obilterating  the  P of  PEACH  and 
the  MOU  of  MOUNTAIN.  Reeded  edge.  We  be- 
lieve that  Rulau  underrates  this  token  at 
R5  as  we  have  not  seen  an  example  appear 
at  auction  in  recent  memory.

Rulau 
lists  this  token  as  copper,  but  this  ex- 
ample is  clearly  brass  with  very  light 
silvering.  Plain  edge.  Extremely  Fine 
with  light  nondistracting  marks  on  the  ob- 
verse. (F) 

116  LOW  287,  HT  336.  VON  NOSTRAND  & DWIGHT, 
NYC.  Copper,  with  light  silvering  and  as 
such,  unlisted.  Nice  XF/AU.  Reeded  edge. 
(F) 

117  LOW  327,  HT  170.  WILLIAM  RUTTER,  BOSTON, 
MASS.  Copper.  Weakly  struck  as  usual,  and 
well  worn.  On  the  Obverse,  the  crossed 
musical  instruments  and  FULTON  ST. /BOSTON 
are  completely  visible.  Only  about  a third 
of  the  surrounding  legend  is  legible. 
About  90%  of  the  legend  on  the  reverse  is 
readable . 

Malcolm  Storer,  in  his  book  Numis- 
matics of  Massachusetts,  informs  us  that 
"only  20  were  struck  as  their  use  was 
prohibited  after  they  had  been  in  use  for 
only  an  hour."

The 
obverse  has  a bust  of  Franklin  in  a fur 
cap  facing  left,  BENJAMIN  FRANKLIN  around.

In  the  field  in 
front  of  the  bust,  the  figure  of  a small 
dog  is  counterstamped  vertically  to  the 
bust.  The  reverse  is  blank  as  always  with 


this  variety. 

B.  Hooks  was  located  at  276  Broome 
Street  in  the  1833-35  period.  Although 
the  reverse  is  blank  (and  thus  the  Hooks 
name  does  not  appear  on  the  token),  this 
token  has  always  been  described  as  a Hooks 
storecard.  In  the  1859  "Catalogue  of 
American  Store  Cards  &c.,"  published  by 
the  Numismatic  Society  of  Philadelphia  in 
1859,  the  token  is  described  as  "166. 
Hooks, B. another , no  obverse,  same  reverse, 
with  small  dog  punched  in  front  of  the 
bust  - tin."  (Querry:  does  a "tin"  token 
actually  exist  or  was  this  identification 
in  error?)  Subsequent  writers  such  as 
Bushnell  and  Adams  have  continued  this 
attribution.  Perhaps  the  primary  reason 
for  this  is  that  the  Franklin  head  obverse 
is  used  on  only  one  other  token  - the  card 
with  the  Hooks  reverse.  The  meaning  or 
use  of  the  dog  counterstamp  is  uncertain. 
There  is  a similar  dog  counterstamp  used 
on  Low  372,  N-York  & Harlem  Railroad  Com- 
pany. In  any  event,  this  token  is  of 
great  rarity.

New  York  City.  In  Brass.  Very  lightly 
silvered.  XF/AU  condition  with  light 
speckled  spotting.  In  his  latest  revision 
of  his  Hard  Times  reference,  Rulau  lists 
this  token  in  the  Appendix  as  M4  and  notes 


it  as  having  been  struck  in  the  "1820's". 
He  further  comments  that  "It  has  now  been 
determined  that  the  above  D.S.&  N.  tokens 
predate  the  HT  period,"  and  refers  the 
reader  to  the  Doremus,  Suydam  & Nixon 
section  in  the  main  body  of  the  catalog. 
The  listed  chronology  in  this  section  is 
in  error  and  his  conclusion  that  the  D.S.& 
N.  tokens  with  the  209  Pearl  Street  add- 
ress are  pre-Hard  Times  period  is  now 
speculative.  The  correct  chronology  is  as 
follows:  The  1829-30  Directory  lists  Dor- 

emus, Suydam  & Co.  at  171  Broadway.  In 

1830- 1,  the  new  firm  of  Doremus,  Suydam  & 
Nixon  is  listed  at  this  address.  In  the 

1831- 2  directory,  the  firm  is  listed  at 

209  Pearl  Street  and  is  continuously 
listed  there  through  the  1834-5  directory. 
In  the  1835-6  directory,  the  listing 
states  that  the  firm,  presently  located  at 
50  & 62  William  Street  will  be  moving  to 
37  & 39  Nassau  Street  on  January  1,  1836. 
Obviously,  at  some  time  between  the 
printing  of  the  1834-5  directory  and  the 
1835-6  directory,  the  firm  had  moved  from 
its  Pearly  Street  address  to  temporary 
headquarters  on  William  Street.  The  di- 
rectory evidence  is  clear  that  the  209 
Pearl  Street  tokens  could  only  have  been 
issued  from  1831  through  1835.  Since  the 
Hard  Times  period  is  defined  by  Rulau  to 
start  in  1832,  it  is  by  no  means  a cer- 
tainty that  these  209  Pearl  Street  tokens 
are  pre-Hard  Times.  Indeed,  the  probabil- 
ity is  that  the  are  of  the  Hard  Times 
period.  The  token  offered  here  is  from 
our  Sale  #22  (1977),  lot  #499.  (F) 

125  NY  25,  HTT  213.  W.A.  THOMSON,  Buffalo,  NY 
Copper.  Extremely  Fine.  For  years  the 
Thomson  tokens  were  thought  to  be  from  the 
1820's  period.  In  his  latest  edition  of 
Hard  Times  tokens,  Russell  Rulau  sets  out 
the  directory  evidence  that  these  tokens 
are  from  the  Hard  Times  Period.  His  case 
is  convincing.  He  does  place  a caveat 
that,  "There  is  a possibility  this  token 
could  have  been  issued  as  early  as  1831- 
32..."  but  additional  evidence  has 
virtually  foreclosed  that  possibility. 
In  the  1838  Buffalo  Directory  (a  directory 
Rulau  did  not  know  existed),  W.A.  Thomson 
is  listed  as  a clerk  for  Patterson  Bros. 
It  thus  appears  that  Thomson  did  not  go 
into  business  for  himself  until  1839-40. 
A name  change  appears  in  the  1847-8 
directory  to  Thomson  Bros.  (E-F)

Obverse  bust  of 
JOHANNES  ALLAN  to  the  right.  The  reverse 
is  Curtis'  storecard  as  a watchmaker  and 
manufacturing  jeweler.  John  Allan  was  a 
well-known  NYC  antiquarian  and  probably,  a 
valued  customer  of  Curtis,  who  also  dealt 
in  coins,  autographs,  portraits,  curiosi- 
ties and  antiques.  When  he  died  in  1863, 
Allan's  collections  were  sold  at  auction 
for  $37,689.26.  (G) 

132  NY  183.  JOHN  K.  CURTIS,  New  York  City.  In 
Silver.  Proof,  but  Allan's  hair  is  not 
struck  as  strongly  on  this  piece  as  on  the 
above.  THE  ANTIQUARY/ 1859  reverse.  (F-G) 

133  NY  295.  R.W.  HARDIE,  New  York  City.  Brass. 

Plain  edge  (Rulau  lists  only  a reeded  edge 
variety).  Very  Fine.  Allen  W.  Hardie  ran 
a clothing  establishment  in  the  heart  of 
the  financial  district  in  1826-1827.  His 
scarce  token  is  perhaps  best  known  for  its 
use  of  the  Biblical  quotation  "Naked  and 
Ye  Clothed  Me"  (Matthew  XXV. 36).  L.B. 
Fauver  is  responsible  for  the  discovery 
that  this  token  was  struck  by  Thomas  Kett- 
le in  England.  From  the  Leidman  Sale, 
# 4664.  (F) 

134  RARE  MULING.  NY  393A  but  struck  in  copper. 
Red  and  Brown  Uncirculated.  This  is  a 
muling  of  the  reverse  of  NY  386  (Jennings 
& Wheeler)  which  shows  the  map  of  North 
America  and  the  reverse  of  NY  948  (H.B. 
West)  which  depicts  a view  of  the  New  York 
Crystal  Palace.  (Note  that  in  both  the 
Miller  and  Rulau  references,  NY  393A  and 
NY  395  appear  to  be  the  same).  Miller 
says  that  393A  is  extremely  rare,  but 
makes  no  comment  on  the  rarity  of  395.  No

The  above  description  illustrates  some 
of  the  difficulties  in  working  with  early 
auction  catalogues.  To  begin  with,  the 
token  is  decidedly  not  silver.  It  appears 
to  be  a silvered  copper.  As  far  as  the 
condition  is  concerned,  this  piece  is  a 
strongly  struck  VF.  Even  allowing  for  a 
certain  deterioration  in  grading  standards 
over  the  years,  it  is  hard  to  see  how  any- 
one could  call  this  "Fair"  or  "Good".  Yet, 
this  is  the  identical  token  pictured  on 
the  Levick  Sale  plate. 

There  is  some  controversy  concerning 
the  rectangular  "perf ormation" . One 
school  of  thought  holds  that  it  is  a can- 
cellation punch.  Others  think  that  there 
is  no  compelling  evidence  for  this,  and 
feel  it  may  just  as  well  be  a random  muti- 
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lation.  Probably,  we  will  never  know  the 
truth  of  the  matter  unless  another  to  ken 
surfaces  with  an  identical  punch.  (Lot 
247  in  our  Sale  # 23,  1977;  Lot  64  in  our 
Sale  #32,  1982;  and  Lot  4680  in  our 

Leidman  Sale,  1986,  are  all  this  very  same 
piece.)  In  any  event,  the  Castle  Garden 
token  is  so  rare  that  it  should  make 
little  difference  to  the  serious  collect- 
or. The  paucity  of  nonperforated  specimens 
is  evidenced  by  Levick's  inclusion  of  this 
single  specimen  in  his  personal  collect- 
ion, which  was  the  finest  ever  assembled 
in  the  19th  century.

in  the  1820-40  period  a pair  of  copy  dies 
of  the  Kittanning  Medal  was  produced  by 
Thomas  Halliday  of  Birmingham,  England  and 
specimens  struck  in  silver  and  bronze. 
These  dies  were  recently  sold  at  auction 
by  Bowers  and  Merena  and  subsequently 
donated  to  the  Smithsonian.  A comparison 
of  the  two  dies  reveals  numerous  minute 
differences.  For  example,  on  the  obverse 
of  the  original  there  is  a glob  of  die 
rust  above  the  E in  DESTROYED,  while  on 
the  copy  die,  there  is  none.

for  suspension.  There  are  numerous  edge 
dents  and  nicks  on  both  the  obverse  and 
reverse  surfaces.  The  central  vignette  on 
the  reverse  has  little  detail.  Our  con- 
signor purchased  this  medal  some  years  ago 
from  John  Hay  who  said  that  he  obtained  it 
from  the  grandson  of  the  Kiowa  Chief  Lone 
Wolf.  Lone  Wolf  was  one  of  the  nine  sign- 
ers of  the  Treaty  of  Medicine  Lodge  in 
1867  by  which  the  Kiowa  first  agreed  to  be 
placed  on  a reservation.  The  killing  of 
his  son  by  the  Texans  in  1873  embittered 
him  against  the  Whites  and  in  the  outbreak 
of  the  following  year,  he  was  the  recog- 
nized leader  of  the  hostile  part  of  the 
tribe.  Mr.  Hay  obtained  a fine  photo  of 
Lone  Wolf  wearing  his  medal  (which  was  in 
much  better  condition  than  it  is  now)  and 
framed  it  attractively  with  the  medal.  We 
should  note  that  because  of  the  verbal 
nature  of  this  authentication,  the 
pedigree  to  Lone  Wolf  cannot  be  documented 
without  question.  In  any  event,  this  is  a 
very  rare  medal  with  perhaps  less  than  10 
specimens  known  in  all.  The  Dreyfuss 
example,  which  had  a bit  less  wear  but  was 
equally  nicked  and  scratched,  brought 
$5,200.  We  estimate  the  value  of  this 
medal  at  a conservative  $3,000.  PLATE

choice  Unc.  As  Julian  notes,  this  smaller 
size  Lincoln  is  considerably  scarcer  than 
the  76mm  medals  as  they  were  not  generally 
offered  for  sale  to  the  public.  (F-G) 

282  ANDREW  JOHNSON.  IP-41.  62mm.  Copper.  Un- 
circulated, with  a few  very  minor  spots  on 
the  obverse.  Again,  this  smaller  medal  is 
much  rarer  than  the  larger  one.  (F) 

283  ULYSSES  S.  GRANT  SILVER  INDIAN  PEACE  MED- 
AL. IP-42,  Prucha-53,  Belden-57.  Nice  ex- 
tremely Fine.  Holed  at  the  top  for  suspen- 
sion. The  obverse  of  this  medal  appears  to 
have  been  lightly  cleaned  a long  time  ago. 
There  are  several  very  small  rim  nicks 
which  do  not  detract  from  its  appearance. 
Designed  by  Anthony  Paquet,  who  contracted 
with  the  Mint  to  provide  300  medals  of 
this  size.  The  Grant  is  a singular  medal 
in  the  Indian  Peace  medal  series  in  that 
is  is  the  only  one  on  which  the  name  of 
the  President  does  not  appear.  From  our 
Leidman  Sale  of  1986,  Lot  //  4 2 1 5 . A 
similar  piece  in  our  last  auction  brought

CHARITY/FOR  ALL  and  below  a joinder  of 
palm  and  laurel  branches.  While  King  lists 
this  medal  as  being  struck  in  silver,  this 
is  the  first  silver  example  we  have  ever 
seen.  It  is  not  a restrike  from  the  Rice 
collection,  but  rather  an  original  period 
striking.

287  ANDREW  JOHNSON.  76mm.  Copper,  bronzed.  In 
choice  uncirculated.  William  Barber, Sc. 
Obverse  bust  of  President  Johnson  with 
legend  around  and  date,  1867  below.  The 
reverse  legend:  WITH/COURAGE  AND  FIDELITY/ 
HE  DEFENDED/THE/ CONSTITUTION/ AND  BY/JUST- 
ICE/AND  MAGNANIMITY/RESTORED  ALIENATED/ 
STATES,  is  enclosed  within  a wreath. 
Julian  notes  that  these  medals  were  struck 
privately  for  a "political  club"  of  Phil- 
adelphia. Most  probably,  this  was  the 
Union  League  Club,  which  was  a bastion  of 
Republican  sentiment.  We  have  always  felt 
that  this  medal  was  underappreciated. 
Medallic  portraits  of  Andrew  Johnson  are 
few  and  far-between.  Outside  of  the  two 
sizes  of  the  Indian  Peace  medals,  we  can 
think  of  no  other  significant  portraits 
other  than  this!  In  our  opinion,  this 
portrait  is  superior  to  that  of  Paquet's 
attempt  on  the  Indian  medal.  From  our

288  WILLIAM  McKINLEY  PRESIDENTIAL  MEDAL.  FH- 

12A.  76mm.  Silver.  Uncirculated.  This  is 

the  second  of  the  medals  for  McKinley  in 
the  Presidential  series.  Sculpted  by 
Charles  Barber,  it  shows  McKinley's  bust 
to  the  left  with  the  dates  of  his  two 
terms,  assassination  and  death  on  the 
reverse.  Also  depicted  on  the  reverse  is 


a standing  figure  of  Columbia  mourning, 
her  hand  resting  on  a shield  bearing  the 
Presidential  eagle.  This  is  the  first 
time  that  a reverse  from  the  Presidential 
series  contained  anything  other  than  a 
legend  and  wreath.  A reduction  of  the 
obverse  bust  was  used  on  the  Assay  Comm- 
ission medals  of  1899  and  1900.  Struck 
especially  for  the  late  Ed  Rice,  a promin- 
ent coin  dealer,  in  the  1950-60  period  and 
the  only  one  known  to  us  to  exist  in  sil- 
ver. (H) 

290  HERBERT  HOOVER  PRESIDENTIAL  MEDAL.  FH-130. 
76mm.  Silver.  J.R.  Sinnock.Sc.  Uncirculat- 
ed. Obverse  bust  of  Hoover  to  the  right. 
The  reverse  shows  a standing  female  figure 
between  fasces  bearing  the  devices  symbol- 
ic of  war  and  peace.  This  portrait  of 
Hoover  was  reduced  and  used  on  the  Assay 
Commission  medals  of  1930  and  1931.  From 
the  Rice  Collection.  The  only  one  known 
by  us  to  exist  in  silver!  (H) 

291  FRANKLIN  D.  ROOSEVELT  PRESIDENTIAL  MEDAL. 

76mm.  Silver.  J.R.  Sinnock,Sc.  Uncircu- 
lated. Unlisted  by  Faylor-Hayden.  This  is 
the  1933  "First  Term"  medal  with  the  Sinn- 
ock  bust.  The  reverse  depicts  a spread 
eagle  perched  atop  a shield  with  fasces. 
The  legend  reads:  INAUGURATED/PRESIDENT/ 

1933.  This  medal  has  not  been  available 
from  the  Mint  for  many  years.  The  current 
Mint  Medal  ( FH- 131)  utilizes  a reverse 
showing  a mourning  figure  with  the  dates 
of  FDR's  inaugurations  and  his  death. 
Also  from  the  Ed  Rice  Collection.  We  know 
of  only  one  other  example  in  silver!  (I) 

MILITARY  MEDALS 

292  ORIGINAL  WASHINGTON  BEFORE  BOSTON.  MI-1, 
Baker  47B.  68mm.  Bronze.  Pierre  Simon  De- 
Vivier,Sc.  Pleasing  about  uncirculated 
with  satin-like  fields  just  beginning  to 
gradually  tone  into  irridescence.  The 
obverse  bears  the  bust  of  Washington  to 
the  right  encompassed  by  a Latin  legend 
which  may  be  translated  as  ""George  Wash- 
ington, Supreme  Commander  of  the  Army, 
Champion  of  Freedom".  Under  Washington's 
bust  is  the  authority  for  the  commission- 
ing of  the  medal;  COMITA  AMERICANA  (The 
American  Congress).  The  reverse  shows 
Washington  and  his  military  staff  and 
aide-de-camp  mounted  in  a bluff  above  the 
Harbor  at  Boston.  Washington,  upon  a 
spirited  horse,  points  to  the  British 
fleet  leaving  the  harbor  bearing  the 
British  forces  who  are  evacuating  Boston. 
In  the  lower  middle  ground  may  be  seen  the 
American  army  drawn  up  on  parade,  and  a 
battery  of  two  cannons  pointed  at  Boston 
City.  The  inscription  above  may  be 
translated  as  "The  enemy  for  the  first 
time  put  to  flight."  and  in  the  exergue  is 


the  legend  and  date  "Boston  recovered 
March  7,  1776." 

As  on  all  original  strikings,  the  0 in 
PRIMO  is  perfectly  round;  there  are 
periods  after  the  Roman  numerals  and  the 
last  I of  MARTII  is  under  the  R of  RECUP- 
ERATIM.  According  to  Rulau/Fuld,  only 
8-10  specimens  of  the  bronze  original  are 
known.  Our  own  opinion  is  that  there  are 
probably  closer  to  15-20  specimens  in 
collector  hands.  Whatever  the  case,  this 
is  one  of  the  most  historic  of  all  Amer- 
ican medals  and  demands  a spot  in  the 
cabinet  of  every  serious  collector.  From 
our  Sale  it  39  in  1986,  Lot  it  614.

293  ANOTHER  ORIGINAL  WASHINGTON  BEFORE  BOSTON 
MEDAL.  B-47B.  Extremely  Fine.  Very  close 
in  condition  to  previous  lot.  On  this  med- 
al theres  a visible  rub  on  the  high  points 
of  the  hair  that  has  disturbed  the  brown 
patina.  Otherwise,  there  is  not  much  to 
distinguish  them  except  that  the  reverse 
die  bulge  on  this  medal  appears  to  be  a 
little  bit  more  prominant  than  on  the 
preceding  medal.  In  all  respects,  a fine 
example  of  a rare  and  historic  medal.

294  GENERAL  HORATIO  GATES.  MI-2.  56mm.  Bronze. 

The  obverse  bears  the  bust  of  Gates  to  the 
left  with  a legend  around  translated  as 
"To  Horatio  Gates,  the  valiant  leader." 
Beneath  the  exergual  line  is  the 
commissioning  authority,  COMITA  AMERICANA. 
The  reverse  bears  a scene  of  the  surrender 
of  General  Burgoyne,  who  is  offering  his 
sword  to  General  Gates.  This  medal  is  one 
of  only  76  struck  from  the  original  ob- 
verse and  reverse  dies.  There  is  a 

diagnostic  die  break  from  the  rim  at  2:30 
through  ON  to  the  tip  of  the  flag.  This 
is  a pristine  uncirculated  specimen,  every 
bit  the  equal  to  the  example  we  sold  in 
our  42nd  Sale  in  1987,  Lot  it  370,  for

295  LIEUTENANT  COLONEL  FRANCOIS  LOUIS  TESS-

of  but  47  medals  struck  after  March  24, 
1880,  taken  from  the  original  silver  dies, 
reproduced  in  the  United  States  Mint.  The 
obverse  bears  the  figure  of  a soldier  in 
the  guise  of  the  god  of  War,  standing  upon 
the  broken  remparts  of  a fort.  The  re- 
verse bears  an  aerial  view  of  the  fort  at 
Stony  Point  situated  upon  its  rocky  bluff. 
At  the  bottom  of  the  exergual  inscription 
is  the  further  legend,  REPRODUCTION  1880. 
This  medal,  with  its  deeply  bronzed 
patina,  is  a really  superb  specimen  which 
is  worthy  of  a premium  bid.  (G) 

296  GENERAL  DAN X EL  MORGAN.  MI-7.  56mm.  Copper, 
bronzed.  Choice  Uncirculated.  Struck  from 
the  copy  dies  executed  by  Barre  in  Paris, 
1839  and  one  of  only  98  so  struck.  A com- 


parison of  this  piece  with  the  original  in 
the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  shows 
that  the  two  pieces  are  almost  identical, 
particularly  the  obverses.  The  best  way 
this  writer  has  found  to  disgtinguish  be- 
tween the  two  is  by  comparing  the  revers- 
es. On  the  original,  the  D of  Dupre  (in 
the  last  line  of  the  exergue  inscription) 
is  under  the  period  following  XVII.  On  the 
copy  dies,  the  D is  to  the  right  of  the 
period  and  partially  under  the  left  port- 
ion of  the  J in  JAN.  In  addition,  on  the 
original  there  is  a clump  of  die  rust  be- 
low the  M of  MDCC....

Apparently  struck  from  the  original  dies, 
one  of  127  such  pieces,  with  a small  bar 
lying  across  the  bottom  of  the  letter  T in 
the  designer's  name  on  the  obverse.  (E-F) 

298  MAJOR  GENERAL  ANDREW  JACKSON.  MI- 15.  65mm. 
Copper.  Choice  uncirculated  with  a light 
brown  patina  that  shows  some  irridescence . 
The  gold  medal  was  presented  to  General 
Jackson  for  his  leadership  during  the 
Battle  of  New  Orleans.  That  battle  was 
fought  after  the  ratification  of  the 
Treaty  of  Ghent  between  Britain  and  the 
United  States.  This  fact  explains  the 
allegorical  reverse,  in  which  the  hand  of 
Fame  is  stayed  from  recording  further 
victories  by  the  appearance  of  Peace.  (F)

copper.  65mm.  Uncirculated.  Struck  from 
the  original  dies.  The  obverse  shows  the 
quarter  length  bust  right  of  the  General, 
by  now  a type  familar  to  collectors  and 
standard  in  the  series  of  1812  Congress- 
ional medals;  while  the  reverse  shows  an 
overview  of  the  Battle  of  Plattsburg, 
September  11,  1814.

The  obv- 
erse bears  the  bust  right  of  General  Tay- 
lor. The  reverse  depicts  an  intricate  view 
of  the  battle  of  Buena  Vista  within  a bor- 
der composed  of  entwined  snakes.  (F-G) 


302  MAJOR  GENERAL  WINFIELD  SCOTT.  MI-26.  90mm. 
Copper.  Choice  uncirculated  with  irrides- 
cent  surfaces.  Unlike  prior  military  Mint 
medals  in  this  series,  this  type  bears  the 
bust  of  General  Scott  facing  left.  The  re- 
verse is  a complex  production  featuring  a 
view  of  several  of  the  battles  of  the  Mex- 
ican War  within  wreaths  surrounding  a cen- 
tral vignette  which  shows  the  siege  of  Me- 
xico City.

This  is 
an  unusual  medal  in  the  1812  series  in 
that  the  legends  on  the  obverse  and 
reverse  are  in  English  rather  than  in  the 
traditional  Latin.  The  obverse  bears  the 
quarter  length  bust  right  of  Captain  Bidd- 
le, while  the  reverse  shows  an  action  be- 
tween the  American  vessel  Hornet  and  the 
British  Ship  Penguin.  A superb  piece 
worthy  of  a premium  bid.

The  reverse  naval  battle  scene  is 
the  same  used  for  the  Cass  in  and  MacDon- 
ough  medals.  Henley  commanded  one  of 
MacDonough's  vessels  in  the  battle  of  Lake 
Champlain  and  his  actions  merited  a 
special  medal.

306  CAPTAIN  JACOB  JONES.  NA-13.  65mm.  Copper. 

Nice  uncirculated.  Deep  mahogany  finish. 
Obverse  with  a bust  of  Jones  to  the  right. 
The  reverse  records  the  fight  between  the 
American  sloop  of  war  Wasp  and  the  British 
brig  Frolic.  Struck  from  the  original  dies 
showing  recutting  in  some  of  the  letters 
of  Furst's  signature  on  both  obverse  and 
reverse.

In 
copper.  Uncirculated.  This  is  a muling  of 
the  reverse  of  the  Pennsylvania  Perry  med- 


al (NA-18)  with  the  reverse  of  another 
Pennsylvania  Perry  medal  showing  the  naval 
engagement  at  Lake  Erie.  The  NA-20  reverse 
used  for  this  medal  was  beginning  to 
crumble  with  several  bulges  starting  to 
become  evident.  This  piece  was  not  rep- 
resented in  the  Dreyfuss  Collection  but 
did  appear  in  a NASCA  sale  in  1981  (AU- 
$575)  and  in  a J&J  sale  in  1982  (XF-$425).

The  reverse  shows  an 
eagle  bearing  fire  in  its  talons  from 
whence  issue  lightning  bolts,  and  an  olive 
branch  in  its  mouth,  hovering  over  the 
globe  on  which  is  inscribed  UNITED  STATES.

Under 
the  auspices  of  Napolean,  the  French 
launched  a scientific  and  archeological 
study  of  Egypt.  Their  copious  findings 
were  first  published  during  Napoleon's 
reign  and  the  reprinting  ordered  by  Louis 
XVIII.  The  obverse  of  the  medal  portrays 
Napoleon,  in  the  guise  of  a Roman  General, 
unveiling  a reclining  personification  of 
Egypt.  Egypt  is  thus  rescued  from  the 
obscurity  that  had  befallen  it  before  hav- 
ing been  revealed  by  the  contents  of  the 
book.  Around  the  reverse  is  the  so-called 
"Egyptian  Zodiac"  which  appears  in  the 
Temple  of  Dendera.  The  legend  at  the 


center  pertains  to  Louis  XVIII  ordering 
the  reissue  of  the  book.
